tion, C'L Pack of New Jersey, was heartily in favor of the 
suggestion, and in an address delivered in the evening befort 
the New York section of Jhe Appalachian Mountain Glub said 
he" thought no more appropriate'memorial could be'provided- 
thai) rows of frees along the principal roads of .the country.
